‘The arm under Marihal de Brog- 
lio ordered fiom Loraine, Alface, &c. compofed al- 
moft wholly of the Swifs troops, was not expected 
till the poh, whetfas-A damp. of _egr~ ye teettry aeCOMl 
ormed, and ftationed between Paris and Verfailles, 
as a fecurity to the King, 
“The. Marthat has entered on his command with 
great firmneis and intrepidity. He had not been long 
arrived, before his activity was called into action. On 
an infurrection laft week at Veriailles, the mob threw 
large {tones at a party of huflars, who were fent to 
difperfe them.

On recciving 
urther inftru<tions from Marfhal Broglio, and ha- 
ving bees joined by two additional companies, they 
returned with orders, that if the mob would not dif- 
perie, they thould -ride over them iword in hand. 
‘This\was done, and one of the leaders taken up, and 
fent to wifor. ~The mob foon rallied afreth, and were 
proceeding towards the prifon, when M. de Broglio 
fent them word, that if they did not immediately: de- 
it, the ape tog he aes 5M agp cmon to them, but 
anging at the. window. -This threat‘had its effe 
iad ihe mob difperfed, . ey
